‘There was once a famous prima 
donna whose maid was charged 
with the duty of withholding all 
newspapers which. gave un- 
favourable accounts of her mis- 
tress's latest portrayal, It is 
sometimes extraordinary to find 
how rapidly a eritic ean fall 
from grace. On Monday hi 
finds blemishes ‘in A's mortal 
enemy: A discerns a Daniel 
come to judgment. On Tuesda, 
he criticises A, lightly perhaps 
but palpably; A feels that that 
critic's extermination would be 
Deneficial to mankind. ‘This im- 
patience with criticism is usually 
accompaned by a fervent affirma- 
tion of belief in the freedom of 
the Press and in the healthiness 
of independent expression of 
views on public affairs; it 
merely indicates that the parti- 
‘cular critic is beyond the pale, 
because of his malice, lack of 
training or other" patently 
noisome disability. Politicians 
lean on journalists; but at one 
time or another most politicians 
could point to journalists of. 
whose decease they would hear, 
with equanimity, The very green 
politician sends out a smoke 
sereen by accusing the news- 
Papers generally of inaccuracy. 
He thinks it may come in handy 
‘when he has to explain away an 
awkward utterance. So, until 
ho becomes experienced, a poli 
cian may make the fatal remark 
that he has been “‘misreported.’ 
He forgets, what his leaders 
always remember, namely that 
to the journalist ‘the politician 
often owes the conversion of an 
awkward utterance into a safe 
ambiguity. Mr. Lloyd George, 
who was then old enough to 
know better, once daringly tried 
to extricate himself from a 
dilemma at the expense of a 
reporter. His complete exposure 
stands on record as a warning 
to, lesser men. 









































The Press is not perfect but 
in the matter of recording events 
and sayings it is an, expert 
machine which is likely to be 
more accurate than the talented 
amateur, Let ‘those who find 
abuse of the fidelity of press- 
reporting a congenial topic, test 
for themselves the accounts 
given in the social circle of a 
particular event of the moment.

SHANGHAI'S TRAFFIC 
Feb. 21. 
Bitter commentators, who 
jeccasionally indite letters to this 
Journal on the subject of traffic 
delays and difficulties in Shang: 
hhai, may be under the impression 
that the authorities pay scant 
regard to their woes. They 
would perhaps be surprised if 
they knew how frequently the 
very issues which they raise find 
discussion in the Municipal 
offices, The Traffic Department 
‘of the Police devotes consider- 
able attention to the task of keep- 
ing abreast with the constant 
laccentuation of the traffic medley. 
‘The Trafic Committee—itself the 
child of the Trafic Commission 
lof 1926—has ever before it the 
programme of perfection which 
the Commission framed. The 
Public Utilities Committee ha: 
falso its responsibility in this 
matter. Nevertheless it is right 
that public opinion on this pro- 
lem should find free and frank 
expression. The peculiar factors 
jwhich stand in the way of its 
ready solution are recognised. 
There is the perplexing variety 
‘of vehicles which ply in the 
Settlement’s narrow streets. 
There is the curious shape of the 
Settlement. There are at least 
{three bottle-neeks which place a 
severe limitation on any remedial 
measure for speeding up. the 
traffic. There are political 
difficulties and administrative 
handicaps. Underground tram. 
‘ways or railways are impractic- 
able. The Garden Bridge, which 
carries heavy traffic from the 
industrial area into the Central 
District, ean scarcely do more 
‘than it already is called upon to 
fdo. ‘The process of widening 
the arteries or making new 
larterieg to relieve “the pressing 
streams which flow from North 
{to South and vice versa must 
necessarily be slow for financial 
reasons. Yet, all the time, the 
volume of traffic increases’ and

relief and, in point of practica- 
‘bility, ean be put into instant: 
fore. 


Sooner or late, many people 
think, some scheme of overhead 
railway development will have 
to be devised.
